A test - Dr. Koch's theory that bovine 
tuberculosis cannot be communicated to 
human beings is proposed under the direction 
of the Chicago Health department. 

Two Chicago physicians—Dr. Adolph Gehr- 
mann, director of the city laboratory, and 
Dr, W. A. Evans of the Columbus medica] 
laboratory—have evolved a plan for this test 
which usés a ‘method apparently overlooked | 
by. other scientists as well as by’ Professor 
Koch himself. 

This plan is to make the experiment with 
skin tuberculosis—lupus—a form of the dis- 
ease which is curable and controllable. Just 
as satisfactory a test, it is asserted, can be 
secured by innoculating the skin of the 
human being with the bacillus from the antl- | 
mal as could be obtained from experiments 
with pulmonary tuberculosis.
